Abusive Calls 
To Jews Cease 
In Southern City 


BIRMINGHAM (JP)—Abusive 
early morning calls to Jewish 
leaders whose names have ap- 
peared in the daily papers have 
ceased at least temporarily. 

The callers, using profanity, 
would awaken the Jewish per- 
sons at 2 or 3 a.m., and then 
hang up. As far as The Post 
could learn there were no threats 
made, 

It was determined that the 
people called were those whose 
names appeared in the daily pa- 
pers in connection with an an- 
nouncement of a B’nai B'rith or 
a Zionist or some other Jewish 
meeting. 

Whether there was a connec- 
tion between these tactics and 
the withdrawal of a radio pro- 
gram over Station WILD, Mu- 
tual outlet here, sponsored by 
the State’s Rights Association, 
could not be learned. 

The group was barred after 
protests had been made about a 
Brotherhood Week program, In 
some of the programs the Anti- 
Defamation League has been 
criticized.

THE WESTERN powers have 
been hopeful that a middle way 
could be reached in an agree- 
ment that would include Israel 
and the Arab Rewers, This point 
was again stressed by Secre- 
tary of State John Foster Dulles 
in a statement Oct. 4. 


The Israeli envoys were ex- 
pected to stres that Western 
efforts to win Nasser could re- 
sult only in further Egyptian 
efforts to “play off East against 
West.” Further concessions to 
Egypt in view of the Czech 
agreement would merely be play- 
ing into Cairo’s hands, they 
would contend. 

A factor that may support 
the Israelis in their efforts to 
gain further Western aid are re. 
ports from Cairo that Russia 
is offering economic aid to 
Egypt in addition to arms, as 
well as another report that Syria 
is soon going to enter into an 
arms purchase agreement with 
Czechoslovakia similar to that 
of Egypt. 

If these two reports material- 
ize, it’s likely that the US., 
France and Britain might look 
more favorably upon Israel’s re- 
quests for a pact and further 
arms aid. 


MEANWHILE, in Bourne 
mouth, England, British Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden ex- 
pressed strong concern over the 
recent Soviet activity in the Mid- 
dle East, He told a Conservative 
party rally that the British gov- 
ernment _considers the Soviet 
Union is creating“ a_ situation 
which could lead to a full-scale 
Arab-Israeli war. 

Sir Anthony charged that 
Moscow, by permitting Commu- 
nist countries to supply. arms 
to Egypt, was violating the 
“spirit of Geneva.” Such pur-

Group Allocates 
$745,000 To Aid 
Victims Of Nazis 


The Conference of Jewish Ma- 
terial Claims Against Germany 
has allocated $745,000 for the 
eare of Jewish children and 
youth who are victims of Nazi 
persecution. 

Last year, the Conference al- 
located $617,696 for the same 
purposes, 

A third of the funds allocated 
are being used for the establish- 
ment, expansion, equipment or 
repair of homes for children 
and youth and for kindergartens. 
They made possible the estab- 
lishment of the first Jewish 
youth center in Paris and kin- 
dergartens in Germany, Sweden, 
and Yugoslavia and repair of 
children’s homes in France and 
Italy. 

Also, more than 1,800 bene- 
ficiaries, living mainly in the 
former Nazi-occupied lands of 
Europe, are receiving Jewisir in- 
stitutional care and other assist- 
ance, 

The American Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee and Jewish com- 
munal welfare organizations’ in 
the individual] countries are shar- 
ing the cost of many of the pro- 
grams.

W. YORK (JP)—The American Friends of Israel has been 
rejuvenated as a non-political, pro-Istael organization under the 
leadership of Henry Montor, former executive vice-president of 
the American Financial and Development corporation. 

Montor received the green light to expand the organization 


at a board meeting last week. 
Plans for the immediate fu- 
ture call for the organization of 
groups of influential American 
Jews all over 
the United 
States inter- 
ested in aiding 
Israel. Al- 
though the 
newly formed 
group has as- 
pirations to be- 
come the me- 
dia through 
which all pro- 





MONTOR 
Israel activity would be chan- 
neled, thus superseding Zionism, 
it will not seek to recruit Jews 
en masse for some time to come. 


MONTOR TOLD The Post, in 
an interview prior to the board 
meeting, he sees no real differ- 
ence between Zionists and non- 
Zionists in America today, He 
looks to the new organization to 
‘give all American Jews the op- 
portunity to serve Israel on a 
basis of personal sympathy rath- 
er than organizational alle- 
giance. 

He says he is convinced of the 
need for a non-political, pro-Is- 
rael movement because “the 
overwhelming majority of Jews 
of America have just as much 
concern with the future of Is- 
rael as any person who happens 
to pay his dues to a unit of the 
Zionist movement.” 

Asked as to whether he 
thought the AFI would eventu- 
ally replace the Zionist move- 
ment, Montor said that would 
be up to the Jews of America 
who have the right to continue 
their membership in a Zionist 
organization. Conversely, he 
said, it should be recognized 
that those who do not want their 
services to Israel to be chan- 


‘neled through established polit- 


ical lines have the right to make 
a switch. 


ASSERTING there was little 
difference between Zionism and 
non-Zionism .in Aliya, economic 
aid te Israel and cultural activ- 
ities, the veteran fund-raiser 
asked: “How many Zionist: lead- 
ers in America are publicly 
and vigorously—or even private- 
ly—urging emigration of Ameri- 
can Jews to Israel?” 

An answer to such a questiori 
is unnecessary, he asserted, “‘be- 
cause everyOne knows that the 
first people to rebuke spokes- 
men for the State of Israel who 
urge emigration from America 
to Israel are the American Zion- 
ists themselves.” ° 

He said that although in the 
field of economic aid to Israel 
Zionists presumably should stand 
out as leaders, an objective ex- 
amination of national and local 
leadership in Israel Bonds, 
United Jewish Appeal and pri- 
vate investment does not bear 
this out. It does not reveal that 
the Zionist movement is the 
guiding, enriching force that 
makes these activities flourish. 


ADDING TO HIS argument, 
he maintained that a Jewish cul- 
tural renaissance he said is tak- 
ing place in the U.S, may be at- 
tributed to the synagogs, com- 
munity centers, B’nai Brith 
groups and other cross-sectional 
elements in the Jewish commu- 
nity at least to the same degree 
it may be attributed to the Zion- 
ist movement,

these three points, (aliya, eco. 
nomic aid to Israel, cultural ac. 
tivities) between Zionists and 
so-called non-Zionists,” he ag. 
serted, “but since it is the Zion. 
ist leaders who insist that the 
birthright of dictating Israel’s 
policies is theirs alone, their cre. 
dentials to that birthright can 
stand. examination.” 


HE OUTLINED the principles 
which the AFI is designed to es. 
tablish: 

@ That every American Jew 
has aright to serve Israel] in hig 
own way, without being forced 
to make political commitments 
to any old or new organization 
as. the price of such service. 

@ Service to Israel] by an 
American Jews must take into 
account frankly his background 
and responsibilities to himself 
and his community in America, 
as well as his desire to aid Is- 
rael; 

@ The American Jew should 
be interested in Israe} from the 
point of view of the totality of 
its needs and objectives, rather 
than from. the partisan frag. 
mented, antiquated party regu- 
larity now demanded of him 
through Zionist affiliation, 

Montor feels that the AFT can 
render its greatest service at 
this time by challenging estab- 
lished standards of thinking and 
by demanding there be a new 
freedom of atmosphere in con- 
sidering how Israel can be 
helped, regardless of past and 
present ideology.

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Engel Hits Back ‘at Critics 
Of North Africa Policies 


NEW YORK (JP)—Israel Engel, president of the American Jewish Committee, struck back } 
sharply .at critics of the organization’s position on the emigration of Nerth Africa’s Jews and 
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spelled out repeatedly formal statements on the issue. 


He warned that “no responsible group” in Morocco wants its Jews to leave and that there 
has been no evidence of a planned pogrom in attacks on Jews during the present clashes between 


French and Moslems,

SPECIFICALLY, he asserted 
that if world conditions im- 
proved Tunisia “could become 
the first Moslem country to 
work out a stable relationship 


with its Jews.” 


Conceding tnat Morocco was 
a “much more backward” coun- 
try, Engel said that neverthe- 
less, leaders of the two princi- 
pal Moroccan political parties 
gave the AJC Committee assur- 
ances last October that they 
wanted the Jews to stay. 

Emphasizing the AJ Commit- 
tee’s flexible position, Engel de- 
clared that if the French could 
achieve a settlement, the sit- 
uation for the Morocco Jews 
would improve but if “peace is 
not achieved, then the position 
of the Jews of Merocco will be 
perilous indeed.” 

In a blunt warning to some 
Zionist leaders, Engel said- spe- 
cial care was needed in public 
utterances about the urgemcy 
of getting the Jews out of North 
Africa. 


HE SAID THAT such state- 
ments could give Moroccan lead- 
ers the impression that the Jews 
do not want to stay, regardless 
of conditions, and that it raised 
a threat to the present policy 
of unlimited immigration for 
the Moroccan Jews, 

Engel declared that. the “gen- 
eral principle” of the AJ. Com- 
mittee was to act in “what we 
believe to be the best interests

of the Jews of North Africa.” 
He emphasized that nothing had 
been done by the Committee 
“without the approval of Jewish 
leaders” in the affected areas. 

He then spelle@ out the Com- 
mittee’s stand, citing various 
organization documents: 

“We stand ready to do every- 
thing we.can to maintain the 
security of the Jews in North 
Africa.” He specified that this 
included the “right to leave with 
their possessions.” 


HE CITED THE Committee’s 
support of the United Jewish 
Appeal program to bring 30,000 
North Afriem Jews to Israel 
and a pledge of support to the 
1955-1956 program for that goal. 
He said he himself had spoken 
at UJA fund-raising meetings 
and that “no officer’ of the AJ 
Committee had taken any stand 
to the contrary. 

But he added a warning that 
the “forced flight” of Jewish 
communities thousands of years 
old would be “a blow to all Jew- 
ish communities.” 

“It would undermine our se- 
curity in the United States,” he 
declared. “The uprooting of such 
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ancient Jewish communities 


would be a final victory for Hit- 
ler.” 

American Jewry, he asserted, 
should unite, in the field of re- 
lief, to bring “succor to our co- 
religionists” and to help those 
go to Israel who need or wish to 
go. 
“At the same time, let us con- | 
tinue to bring to bear every pos- 
sible influence to see to it that 
every Jew everywhere shall be 
helped to participate in the life 
of his country, free to emigrate 
if he wants to and finally, free 


to remain a Jew if he wants to 


remain.” 


DURING THE course of. his 
vigorous defense of the civic 
defense agency’s stand on the 
North African .Jewish prob- 
lem, he revealed plans for a 
“spiritual point four program” 
for free Europe’s_ struggling 
Jewish communities. The pro- 
gram is intended to provide for 
the spiritual, cultural and edu- 
cational needs of the Jewries. 

Engel said the Conference of 
Consultative Organizations. held 
in June last week quickly 
evoked two “sham”~ denuncia- 
tions, that the conference and 
its participants, the AJ Com- 
mittee, the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation of England and the Al- 
liance Israelite Universelle of 
France, were anti-Israel and that 
all were “assimilationist.” Engel 
said both charges were non- 
sense. 

He said that the “outstanding 
result” of the conference, which 
he said represented the “top 
Jewish leadership” of 19 Euro- 
pean countries, was that “some- 
thing must and would be done” 
to overcome the “apathy” of Eu- 
rope’s Jews. This was d¢onsid- 
ered the most dangerous prob- 
lem of European Jewry. Engel 
said, adding that “at the mo- 
ment” anti-semitism was not a 
major problem. 
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BAY STATE ADOPTION LAW 
CALLED UNCONSTITUTIONAL | 


BOSTON (JP) — The Massa- 
chusetts law which prohibits in- 
terreligious adoptions even in 
cases where the natural mother 
consents is held to be unconsti- 
tutional in a 60-page article in 
the current issue of the Boston 
University Law Review. 

Leo Pfeffer, assistant general 
counsel of the American Jew- 
ish Congress’ commission on 
law and social action, and auth- 
or of the standard reference 
work, “Church, State and Free- 
dom,” discusses in the article 
the Goldman and Ellis cases (JP, 
Oct. 7, ’55). In both cases, 
Massachusetts courts refused to 
allow the adoption by Jewish 
couples of children born to 
Catholic mothers. 


IN THE GOLDMAN case, the 
Supreme Judicial court held that 
even though the natural mother 
agreed to the adoption Massa- 


chusetts law did not permit it 
(JP, Feb. 25, ’55). 
Pfeffer says that the Gold- 


man ruling constitutes a viola-: 


tion of the constitutional guar- 
antee of separation of church 
and state and also religious lib- 
erty, because it interferes with 
the right of parents to control 





the religious upbringing of their 
children. 


HE ALSO CONTENDS that 
American constitutional tradi- 
tion holds that religion is a mat- 
ter of choice by adults for 
themselves or for their children, 
that no person is born with re- 
ligion, and that the state may 
not use its legal machinery to 
prevent changes in religion. , 

Only in Massachusetts, says 
Pfeffer, does the law. prohibit 
interreligious adoption when the 
child’s mother wishes it and the 
child’s welfare “Would be pro- 
moted by it.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: my name is Goodman. 


My father 
was born in’ Terebes, Hungary. My grandfather was born 


in the neighborhood of Kaschau: I would appreciate your 
explaining the origin of my family name, which is spelled 
Guttmann and Goodman. I am a subscriber to your news- 
paper—RALPH S. GOODMAN, New York, New York. 


GOODMAN is the anglicised version of the Yiddish name 

Gutman which in turn is a “translation” of the Hebrew 
given name Tobias. It is not a very exact translation but 
it has been in use for many centuries as a companion name 
of Tobias. The companion names or by-names were in- 
stituted as a matter of convenience. Tobias was em- 
ployed in synagogal usage, while its synonym Gutman 
had a more worldly application. When Jews of Austria- 
Hungary were instructed to adopt permanent family names 
(in 1789), the personal by-names were largely used for 
that purpose. There was a very celebrated and philanthropi- 
cal Jewish family of that name which was ennobled by 
the Austrian emperor in 1879. A daughter of this family 
became royalty when she married the ruling Prince of 
Lichtenstein in our own time.

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: A member of my Congregation 

has asked me to write you in regard to the meaning of 
his family name which is LITANT. He says that his family 
came from Kovno, Lithuania. He has been told that his 
grandfather constructed the-first suspension bridge in Rus- 
sia and was given a permit to travel wherever he desired in 
the Russian Empire. I am providing this extra information 
hoping that it might be of some assistance to you in finding 
out the meaning of this unusual name.—HERBERT E. DROOZ, 
Rabbi, Wilmington, Delaware. : 


LITANT is a very curious and unusual variation of the 

name Littman, Littauer or Litwin meaning “a native 
of Lithuania.” Lithuanian Jews were directed to adopt 
permanent family names by the Russian Czar Alexander 
I in 1804. Lithuania had a large Jewish population at the 
time. They were given the choice of a new surname and 
many tended towards a geographical choice; often modified 
according to fancy. German Jews named Littman derive 
their name not from Lithuania but from the name Lipp- 
man, a by-name of Eliezer. 
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ment, known as Tay-Sachs dis- 
ease. The symptoms start at 
about six to seven months and 
involve progressive dégenera- 
tion of the brain and spinal cord, 
atrophy of the optic nerve and 
general paralysis. Death usu- 
ally results by the age of 2 or 
3. One of the tragedies of this 
rare problem is that there is 
danger of recurrence within the 
family. 

These Philadelphia parents 
meet once a month at each oth- 
er’s homes. They try to buoy 
one another up by discussing the 
symptoms and try to help each 
other from their own experi- 
ences. But always in the back- 
grounds of their minds are the 
words of Dr. Joseph Stokes Jr., 
one of the nation’s outstanding 
pediatricians. Dr. Stokes said 
that studies indicate that Tay- 
Sachs disease has to do with a 
disorder of the enzymes of the 
brain, but no cure and no sat- 
isfactory treatment for curbing 
its effects have yet been found. 


“THERE ISN’T a soul on earth 
who can do anything about it,” 
he said. 

According to Bernard Laskin, 
of Philadelphia, secretary of the 
National Tay-Sachs Association, 
the disease is predominantly 
found among Jewish families 
and is a familial condition. Some 
doctors have told him, he said, 
that it might possibly have its 
basis in inter-family marriages 
generations and_ generations 
back. 

Dr. Charles Kennedy, of Chil- 

dren’s Hospital in Philadelphia, 
who is vitally interested in the 
disease and the desperate efforts 
of the group here to find ,.. 
“some help, some cure,” report- 
ed at one of the recent meetings 
that although most of the known 
cases thus far have been among 
Jewish ‘children, he has made 
contact with a family in Italy 
that has a stricken child, and 
that there probably are cases 
among the Japanese and In- 
dians. In addition, cases in Can- 
ada and England have _ been 
heard. of indirectly. 
* Thus far, there has been no 
into Tay- 
Sachs disease, according to Las- 
kin, except indirectly in other 
brain disorders study. He said 
the group considered affiliating 
itself with the Cerebral Palsy 
association, but decided against 
it, feeling that its problem. would

THE PARENTS have been ad- 
vised that a national registry of 
affected families and case his- 
tories is being assembled.

TEL AVIV—A tiny Middle-Eastern sect with an ancient vene 
detta against the Moslem world has given notice that it intends to 
back Israel to. the hilt in the event the current peace negotiations 
along the Gaza Strip fail to prevent a threatened Arab-Israeli 


showdown. 

The Druze, whose traditional 
keffia and robes are ironically 
similar to Moslem dress, have 
been at political dagger points 
with the Arabs for centuries 
over alleged persecution of their 
kinsmen living in Moslem-dom- 
inated countries. 

Supporters of Israel’s victor- 
ious war of independence against 
the Arabs in 1949, the Druze 
have indicated they would like 
nothing better .than an Arab- 
Israeli “second round” to settle 
a few more scores. 

Chief among these are bitter 
Druze memories of the tribe’s 
most recent clash with the 
Arabs. This occurred in Syria 
in 1954 when the now defunct 
Shishakly junta regime burned 
and pillaged a string of Druze 
mountain villages. 


SCORES of Druze were killed, 
hundreds of others tortured in 
an alleged attempt to draw pub- 
lic attention away from _ the 
junta’s political and economic 
shortcomings. 

The precarious position of the 
Syrian Druze prompted a peti- 
tion by Druze representatives in 
Israel’s national assembly for 
arms and munitions to outfit an 
expeditionary force of enraged 
kinsmen into Syria. Although 
on the best of terms with its own 
Druze minority, the war-weary 
Israeli government turned the 
bid down. 

Their deep-seated hatred for 
the Arabs has served to foster 
a Druze sense of spiritual align- 





ment with Israel’s Jewish popue 
lation. 

Passionately pro - Israel in 
political sentiment the sect has 
been accorded the privilege of 
full~ citizenship, including the 
right to elect its Own representae 
tives to parliament since the ese 
tablishment of the infant repub- 
lic in 1948. 

Grateful Druze leaders have 
responded by encouraging tribal 
patriotism to Israel and the use 
of more Hebrew in the villages 
in place of the Arabic jargon 
spoken by the sect for centuries, 

Their efforts in the latter be- 
half have shown best results 
among Druze children. Their 
enrollment in  Israel’s_ public 
school system has, increased their 
familiarity with modernized Hee 
brew despite the tribe’s clan- 
destine ways. 


UNLIKE the Arab minority in 
Israel, the Druze are permitted 
to serve in the armed forces. It 
is in the capacity of soldiers that 
their fierce loyalty has been 
most valuable to Israel. 

Druze volunteer forces who 
served under Israeli officers in 
the 1948-49 war have been exe 
panded into specia] all - Druze 
commando battalions under their 
own commanders, 

The Israeli. uniform and itg 
promise of another crack at the 
Arabs has brought Druze volun- 
teers flocking to army recruiting 
offices since 1949: Jubilant Ise 
raeli quarters estimate that there 
may be 5,000 of the tribesmen 
under arms by 1958.

From the corner came an 
occasional sob from _the pray- 
ing women; at the doorway the 
the tourist’s party stood in re- 
spectful silence.

THE YOUNG MAN clasped his 
fingers nervously and stared up 
at the tomb. The candlelight 


showed the glint of moisture in 
each eye. He pressed against 
the railing, and surrendered up 
his self and his soul in spiritual 
union with the shepherd king 
and the glorious past of Israel. 
At last he took a deep breath 
and returned to this age and to 
the little room on Mount Zion. 
From his pocket he fished out 
a crumpled One Pound note, 
gave it to the attendant, and 
awaited his half pound of change, 
as agreed. I have no doubt that 
this small sum was a great sac- 
rifice for him. Despite the 
marked contrast of manners in 
which the two visitors had been 
treated, I am sure that for the 
latter it was a moving, soul- 
stirring experience. 

Very, very thoughtfully we 
left the room. We wahted to 
understand and digest what we 
had just seen. At the further 
end of the next chamber we 
were seized by the lapel by an- 
other “salesman” of religion who 
insisted that we come into his 
room. He even had an official 
receipt book. Physically we had 
to disengage his grip on our 
lapel. The spell was broken, and 
we ran down from Mount Zion. 
On the way we passed new tour- 
ists, mounting the stairs, and 
for shame and embarrassment 
we could not look them in the 
face. 
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Some time in 1942 Arthur Get- 
tel, who was then- editor of the 
American Hebrew, called me and 
introduced me to Moshe Dluz- 
novsky who had just arrived 
from North Africa. I translated 
some of Dluznovsky’s sketches 
about Moroccan Jews from Yid- 
dish into English for the Ameri- 
ean Hebrew and for other pub- 
lications, ; 

Dluznovsky is a Yiddish writ- 
er from Poland who migrated 
to Paris in 1931 and had to flee 
it when the Nazis came in 1939. 
He spent some time in Southern 
France, then, with another 800 
refugees, was picked up by a 
Frengh captain of a freighter 
and was taken to Morocco. He 
lived with Moroccan Jews for 
two years and observed their 
customs and learned their leg- 
ends. He became strongly at- 
tached to them and fascinated 
by them and has written a great 
deal about them. 

As I said, his first sketches 
were translated into English by 
myself, I have also read some 
of the stuff he published long 
after we stopped working to- 
gether, and just now, as I type 
these lines, I have before me a 
collection of his stories in Yid- 
dish, published in Buenos Aires 
in 1953, in which I marked two 
stories of Moroccan Jewish life 
and a full-length novel entitled 
“The Potter’s Daughters,” orig- 
inally published in Yiddish in 
the New York Foward and put 
out in book form in Hebrew in 
Tel Aviv in 1954. I also asked 
him for some clippings of the 
Yiddish original, 


I FIND Dluznovsky’s stories 
and novel an excellent source 
from which to learn about the 
Jews of Morocco. I don’t know 
of anything else in Yiddish or 
Hebrew literature that gives as 
intimate a picture of that little 
known Jewry. To be sure, I have 
read a number of articles on Mo- 
roccan Jewry and I have read 
some stories depicting Moroc- 
can Jews in Israel. In my own 
book, “Sound the Great Trum- 
pet,” I included a story from 
Ari Ibn-Zahav’s book dealing 
with Moroccan Jews in Jerusa- 
lem, In a play by Moshe Sha- 
mir (soon to be presented in 
English in New York) there is 
a young Moroccan couple in a 
frontier settlement.’ Yigal Mos- 
sinson scored a hit with his play 
“Casablan.” But Moreccan Jews 
in Israel are not quite the same 
as Moroccan Jews in Morocco, 
just as the Jews in Fannie 
Hurst’s or Charles Angoff’s 
stories-are not the same as Jews 
in the Old Country. 
Dluznovsky’s -stories of Mo 
rocco deal with its Jews and 
often with its Jews and non- 
Jews. The relations between Mo- 
roccan Jews and Moslems is 
what interests us _ particularly 
just now,

But Anne Frank, and the Jews 
who died in Europe, as well as 
those who survived the concen- 
tration camps, certainly deserved 
more than such facile exploita- 
tion. Since Anne’s Diary was 
taken by the reading public as 
the representative document of 
that entire population, of all 
who perished in the great catas- 
trophe, it was an adaptor’s duty 
to find in it and to project the 
basic themes, the basic meaning 
of the ghastly experience. 

TO ME, the depth of the en- 
tire drama lay in the self-doubt 
it generated in every heart. 
What Jew in the entire world 
has not faced that same doubt, 
every day: Is it worthwhile to 
remain a Jew? What human be- 
ing has not asked himself, is it 
worthwhile to remain honestly 
my own self? 

This is the universal theme. 
And the Jews of Europe faced it 
under the most dreadful circum. 
stances,

She emerged 
from her moon-struck phase, 
and®saw Peter as an actual per- 
son instead of as only a boy 
who attracted her, and without 
loss of tenderness for him, she 
was able to become objective 
and free, 

This remarkable drama is, of 
course, completely absent from 
the Hackett play, which stops 
at the point in their relationship 
where Anne is still a giddy, love- 


struck adolescent. Is this fair to! 


Anne? And to the Jews who per- 
ished for the sake of their iden- 
tity? And to the world, owed 
something of the understanding 
this girl found? 

Nor does the Hackett play con- 
tain anything of Anne’s won- 
drous affirmation of faith to be 
found in her Diary. 

Moreover, the girl’s amazing- 
ly sensitive characterizations of 
the people around her are ab- 
sent, her sense of their relation- 
ships is ignored. The play cen- 
ters about Mr. Frank, who is 
a perfect hero, while everyone 
else in the house is weak and 
silly and selfish, or else, like the 
sister and like Peter, a perfect 
zero. A scene in which Mr. Van 
Daan steals bread—not found in 
the book—is hardly representa- 
tive of the self-restraint prac- 
ticed by all who were in that 
house. Poor Mr. Van Daan is not 
alive to defend himself, 

THE SURFACE of the Bloom- 
garden production is glossy, and 
the play may be built into a suc- 
cess. This will not alter its 
shortcomings, 

As to my own version of the 
Diary, not only the professional 
requests for performance rights

Canada’s Foreign 
Minister To Visit 


|'Premier Nasser 


OTTAWA (JP) — Canada’s 
Minister of External Affairs, 
Hon. Lester B. Pearson, will 
visit: Cairo for “informal” talks 
with Premier Nasser during his 
return trip from Moscow and 
Singapore. 

The External Affairs depart: 
ment in Ottawa said last week 
that Cairo was a “late” addition 
to Pearson’s itinerary. And the 
addition wasn’t made ‘until after 
Nasser announced that Egypt 
would buy arms from Commu. 
nist Czechoslovakia. So it’s ap- 
parent that the minister will 
touch on this question when he 
meets Nasser. 

Canada isn’t a “big” power,in

We didn’t like Time magazine’s front- 
page feature on Egypt’s Nasser several

have been expected that in the light of 
recent Egyptian history that he would 
have prevented the magazine from going 
overboard. The editors of Time might 
have known better. 

Time pulled the same boner on Na. 
guib as it did on Nasser, and Naguib’s 
name is one that many people already 
have forgotten. 

Time, the State Department, and 
others make the fundamental error of 
not understanding the nature of the Jew. 
ish homecoming, and the reason why Is- 
rael will always be a demo¢racy, and 
that barring a world upheaval Egypt and 
all the Near East will blossom because 
there is now an Israel. Israel is no less 
than. a counterpart in this vital area, of 
the United States itself, concerned, of 
course, with its own problems, but also 
eager to advance freedom and democracy 
for its neighbors and the entire world. 


CONCESSION NEEDED 


There is something our readers may 
not understand in the current difficulties 
over the kind of settlements the -North 
African immigrants are being assigned 
to when they reach Israel. 

These immigrants are practically all 
religious, which means in this context, 
Orthodox. Before they leave North 
Africa they are promised that they will 
be permitted to live in a religious settle- 
ment. 

When they get to Israel, they en- 
counter an agreement made between the 
religious (Orthodox) groups and the 
other political parties — which was as 
evil an agreement as was ever reached 
—that one out of five immigrants to Is- 
rael will be assigned to a religious 
colony, the other four to non-religious 
colonies. 

This agreement was based on the 
“key” or schlissel if you happen to be 
conversant with Zionist policies. It is 
about the strength of the religious par- 
ties within the world Zionist Organiza- 
tion—20 per cent, and this is why the 
“key” was finally set at the one-to-five 
figure. ra 

Edwin Samuel was reported as hav- 
ing stated in a speech in South Africa 


(JP, Oct. 7, 55), that a necessary spirit 
of compromise had become evident in 
Israel in the past few years. 

That is what is needed se badly now. 

If the political parties who control the 
situation will search their hearts, they 
will realize that they should not exact 
the full terms of the agreement, but 
must allow the Orthodox Jews who wish 
a religious environment to be settled in 
religious colonies. 

We know all the, involvements. 

In religious colonies, the political in- 
struction is in favor of the Mizrachi and 
Hapoel Hamizrachi. That means to the 
Mapai that they are losing future votes; 
and the Mapai got enough of a scare in 
the recent election. 

But for the concession from the rul- 
ing political groups not to enforce the 
“key” agreement in this case, -it should 
be easy enough for the religious groups 
to keep a commitment to refrain from 
any kind of political indoctrination what- 
soever. In addition, it might be possible 
to give equal time to all political parties. 
to seek to indoctrinate the newcomers to 
their political—not religious—views. 

This is the only way out. 


‘ENGEL’S ON SHAKY GROUND 


Irving Engel’s caution to Zionist lead- 
ers that their exhortations to move all 
Jews out of Morocco can lead to disastrous 
consequences, may be legitimate. 

Yet we fail to see any difference be- 
tween what these Zionists say and the 
American Jewish Committee’s espousal, 
along with other groups we presume, of 
the recommendation that the Intergov- 
-ernmental Committee of European Migra- 
tion help finance the emigration of Jews 
from North Africa.

NEW YORK (JP)—<A state- 
ment sharing Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles’ “profound 
concern” over Egypt’s agree- 
ment to purchase “arms vastly 
in excess of her normal require 
ments” from Communist sources 
has been signed by the presi- 
dents of 17 major American 
Jewish organizations, 
The statement warned that 
Egypt’s agreement “‘can only 
prejudice peace in the Middle 
East and have adverse effects 
on the security of the free 
world.”
